GERRY ADAMS ANNOUNCES 
MOBILIZATION FOR A UNTTED IRELAND 

At the Mansion House in Dublin, on Jan. 21, 2009, the 90* Anniversary of the 
Historic First Dail, Sinn Fein President Gerry Adams announced a Sinn Fern 
initiative to engage the Irish around the world on how best to go about achieving an 
end to partition and the establishment of a united Ireland. 

Sinn Fein intends to open a dialogue with the broad Irish community to develop a 
plan of action for ending British government jurisdiction anywhere in Ireland. The 
initial forums will be held in Ireland, Scotland, England and the United States. 
Support will also be sought in Canada, Australia, Wales and Europe. In the United 
States events are scheduled for: 

New York, Saturday, June 13, 2009, and 
San Francisco, Saturday, June 27, 2009. 

Sinn Fein now seeks to engage on the question: 
A United Ireland - How do we set there? 

The Good Friday Agreement overtly places the issue of a united Ireland on the table 
as a legitimate political position, for which all Irish people can openly work. Sinn 
Fein has not forgotten this provision. Indeed, it was Sinn Fein who ensured its 
inclusion and it will be Sinn Fein who will seek to strengthen and expand it. 

Pursuant to the Agreement, once it appears that a majority in the north would 
support a united Ireland, there "shall" be a referendum and if a majority vote yes it is 
a "binding obligation" for the British government to legislate for a "sovereign United 
Ireland." 

Sinn Fein has no doubt a majority will support a united Ireland and urges that the 
practical planning for a united; Ir.Olarid begin now^ut intention is to engage with the 

Irish diaspora and to marshal its political strength in support of a united Ireland -

EAMES / BRADLEY 

There has been an understandable focus on the issue of truth and truth recovery with 
the publication of the Eames/ Bradley report. We are currently engaged in a 
consultation on the detail of the report. However, sometime ago Sinn Fein made it 
clear that the establishment of an independent and international commission 
established by a reputable international body like the UN is necessary to properly 
address this issue. The appointment by the British Government of a Legacy 
Commission as proposed by the Eames/ Bradley report falls very short of these 
fundamental criteria. 

In 2003, Sinn Fein published a discussion document on Truth. Its purpose was to set 
out our view of a truth recovery process. The principles we identified are: 

. All processes should be victim-centred and deal with victims on an all-Ireland 
basis and indeed with victims outside Ireland; 

• Full co-operation by all relevant parties is essential to the success of any 
commission; 

• There should be no hierarchy of victims; 

• All processes should be politically neutral; 

• Any future panel should be international and independent; 

• One of the purposes of any future panel/ commission should be to examine 
the 'causes, nature and extent' of the conflict; 

• An objective of any process should be healing - both for direct victims and for 
society in general; 

• A common aim should be to enable society to build the peace; 

• Reconciliation should be the core aim of any truth process; and respect and 
generosity should inform the parties seeking to reach agreement. 



The British Government was the major protagonist in the conflict in Ireland. They 
therefore cannot control or write the remit of any group tasked with unearthing the 
truth. History shows that their contribution has been one of cover-up and 
concealment. Any truth process which has the finger prints of the securocrats in 
Whitehall anywhere near it simply will not work.

Gerry Adams was born in 1 948 in West. Belfast where he continues to reside with his family. He became involved in 
the civil rights campaign in the late 1960s and was interned without trial in 1972. When he was released m July 1972 
he took part in secret talks in London between Irish republicans and the then British Secretary of State, Wilham 
Whitelaw, which gave rise to a brief ceasefire between the British Army and the Irish Republican Army. 

After arrest with other leading republicans in Belfast in 1973 he tried to escape from Long Kesh Prison Camp. For 
this he was imprisoned and eventually released in 1976. He played a leading role in the campaign for political status 
for political prisoners in the 1981 Hunger Strike. He was central to the formation of Sinn Fein s electoral strategy. In 
1982 he topped the poll in West Belfast in the Assembly elections. 

In December of the same year he was banned by British Home Secretary William Whitelaw; under the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act, from entering Britain to speak tc, Labour MPs and councillors at the invitation of the cader of the 
Greater London Council, Ken Livingstone MP. The ban was lifted in June 1983 when he was elected MP for West 
Belfast with a majority of more than 5,000. He was re-elected in 1988 but lost the seat to the SDLP in 1991. 

In the Forum elections in the Six Counties in 1996, Sinn Fein topped the poll in West Belfast when (Jerry Adams 
was elected to head the Sinn Fein negotiations team. 

In 1997 and again in 2001 he was re-elected as MP for West Belfast and in 1998 he was elected to the Assembly. 

Gerry Adams has been President of Sinn Fein since 1983. In 1987 he was instrumental in launching the party's cut- 
rent peace strategy with the publication of the discussion document Scenario for Peace. This was followed in 1 )92 
with the document Towards a Lasting Peace in Ireland. 

In 1993 it emerged that Gerry Adams had been holding a series of meetings with the leader of the SDLP, John 
Hume^ From these meetings both leaders agreed a joint position which was to become the Irish Peace nmame. 
Throughout the peace process he has worked side by side with Martin McGuinness and the Sinn Fein leadership to 
advance the process and in our reach out to unionism. He is centrally involved in the ongoing development of the 
party as a radical alternative in Irish society. 

He has travelled internationally to advance the peace process particularly in the United States Britain and South 
Africa. He has also campaigned on issues of human rights and justice, including the demand for the cancellation of 
world debt. 

A member of PEN, the international guild o£ ^rke^fe S y^ms has published several books including: A 
Pathway to Peace, The Politics of Irish Freedom and Selected Writings, his autobiography Before the Dawn and

SINN FEIN PRESIDENT GERRY ADAMS 
TO SEEK ADVICE FROM 
IRISH AMERICA 

(Washington, DC - March 16, 2009) Sinn Fein President Gerry Adams spoke in 
Washington, DC today regarding his plans to host two conferences in the US in 
June designed to engage Irish Americans in the pursuit of an independent, united 
Ireland under the terms of the Good Friday Agreement. 

Addressing the National Press Club, Mr. Adams stated that Sinn Fein is currently 
engaged in an outreach to the Irish diaspora throughout the world regarding the 
best way to achieve a united Ireland and will bring this effort to New York and San 
Francisco in June. He said that after consultation with the worldwide diaspora, 
Sinn Fein expects to publish a plan of action. 

Mr. Adams spoke in the aftermath of the violence in Northern Ireland last week, 
which he denounced as an attack on the peace process and the Good Friday 
Agreement. But he made clear it will not deter Sinn Fein from its course - the 
pursuit of a united Ireland by peaceful, democratic means consistent with the 
Good Friday Agreement.

Irish America is vital for unity push 



It is more than 10 years since I first 
arrived in the United States. My visits 
since, and tenure as the Sinn Fein Rep- 
resentative to the United States have 
been a varied and incredible experience. 
Most of all, they have awakened me to 
the extremely loyal and 
powerful voice of Irish 
America. 

1 am a native of 
Belfast who remembers 
what life was like before 
the conflict and during 
fln^Cfl it. 1 have been part of 
the Sinn Fein leadership 
for much of those years, 
including the past 15 
years w T hich have 
brought us to the 
promising times of today. 

1 deeply admire the Irish America 
that cares so much about Ireland. With- 
out Irish America it is questionable 
where Ireland - any part of it - would be 
today. 

It is with this frame of mind that I call 
on Irish America to join with us to forge 
the path to unity and freedom. 

Sinn Fein is an Irish Republican 
Party. Our aim is a united, independent 
Ireland. We are not alone. Fianna Fail, 
the "Republican Party," has the same 
aim. 

Fine Gael asserts itself as the "United 
Ireland Party" and the SDLP also sup- 
ports a united Ireland. Indeed, former 
taoiseach Bertie Ahern recently 




declared that unification is "an impera- 
tive not an empty aspiration." 

The reality of this broad position is 
embodied in the Good Friday Agree- 
ment itself. Throughout the peace pro- 
cess, the legitimacy of the aim of unity 
was paramount and its inclusion in the 
agreement crucial. For the first time, in 
an international agreement between the 
Irish and British governments, there 
was an acknowledgement by the British 
government that the Irish people - and 
the Irish people alone - have the right 
to determine the future of Ireland. 

The agreement makes clear that an 
end to partition, i.e. a "sovereign united 
Ireland", is as desirable and politically 
legitimate as the status quo, and spells 
out how it will come about, i.e., by 
majority vote in referenda north and 
south.

The claim (in an op-ed by Maureen 
Mulvihill) that Maurice OConnell, the 
brother of the liberator was engaged in 
the African slave trade at the time Daniel 
OConnell joined the Anti-Slavery League 
is preposterous. 

Sometime around 1780, "Muris an 
Chaipin" or Maurice "Hunting Cap" 
O'Connell, adopted Daniel (bl775) 
and his younger brother Maurice. 
Daniel was designated by Hunting 
Cap as the heir to his fortune and 
Derrvnane House. 

By 1793, young Maurice was commis- 



sioned into one of the Irish regiments for 
service in the West Indies, where shortly 
thereafter he died of Yellow Fever. 

I would suggest that if you want to 
talk about slavery in the future you may 
want to acquaint your readers the story 
of the thousands of Irish sold into slavery 
in Barbados and Virginia by Cromwell.
